TWO MEN have been released on 
bail after they appeared in court to 
deny child prostitution charges. 

The men appeared on the same day 
last week at Basildon Magistrates’ 
Court. 

A court worker said the cases were 
connected but would be tried sepa¬ 
rately. 

Steven Davis, 53, of Ruskin 


Avenue, Southend, denied five 
charges at the court last Thursday, 
May 14. 

They were: 

• Two counts of arranging/facili- 
tating the prostitution/involvement in 
pornography of a child aged 13-17. 

• Controlling prostitution for gain. 

• Possessing an indecent photo¬ 
graph of a child. 

• Being concerned in the supply 
of a Class B drug (mephedrone). 

Four of the charges related to 


alleged offences in Shoeburyness, 
and the fifth in Chelmsford. 

On the same day, Stephen Castle, 
39, of Friday Street, Eastbourne, 
East Sussex, denied seven charges. 

They were: 

• Two counts of controlling a child 
aged 13-17 involved in prostitu- 
tion/pomography. 

• Controlling prostitution for gain. 

• Possessing 198 indecent images 
of children. 

• Distributing 21 indecent images 


of children. 

• Supplying a Class B drug 
(mephedrone). 

• Possessing a Class B drug 
(mephedrone) with intent to supply. 

All of the charges related to alleged 
offences in Shoeburyness. 

Both men were released on condi¬ 
tional bail and told their cases would 
be referred to Basildon Crown Court, 
at a time and date to be fixed soon, 
for plea and case management hear¬ 
ings.

Cindy Marsh, 40, who is being 
cared for by Fair Havens Hospice, shares her story.

CINDY was first diagnosed with 
breast cancer in 2002, aged just 
28. 

She underwent a mastectomy, 
chemotherapy, radiotherapy and 
breast reconstruction. 

In 2014, after collapsing at 
home, she found out the cancer 
had returned, spread and nothing 
else could be done. She has been 
attending Fair Havens Hospices 
Day Care since September 2014. 

She said: “I came to Day Care 
for an assessment which was 
quite daunting and I had no idea 
what to expect. 

“My concern was last time I 
was 28 and placed in groups 
with 80-year-olds and I said to 
them don’t put me in a room full 
of old people! 

“Day Care means so much to 
me. Once it’s over I do think, 
‘come on Tuesday.’ I’m not wish¬ 
ing my life away but I do look for¬ 
ward to it. It’s nice. I’m thought of 
a great deal by everyone there and 
we all look after each other.” 

“It provides symptom manage¬ 
ment, psychological support, 
infusions, transfusions as well as 
a listening ear to any problems 
patients may be having aside 
from their illness along with cre¬ 
ative therapy sessions. 


“I can be myself at Day Care 
because I haven’t got my son 
Theo here, I don’t have to be 
brave. 

“I feel like we are all in the 
same boat - we’ve all been given 
a terminal diagnosis. 

“One thing I did find hard was 
when people die because you get 
to know someone and they are 
there one week and you come 
again seven days later and they 
are gone. 

“It makes it very real and 
makes me question could it be 
like that for me? 

“One day I’m sitting here and 
in seven days I could be dead. 
That was hard. 

“I’m a doer, I’m not a ‘woe is 
me’ person. I will keep going 
until the end. 

“I held an art auction to raise 
money for Fair Havens. It takes 
my mind off things and redi¬ 
rects my energy and that’s 
what I have to do. 

“It’s about setting new mile¬ 
stones, not only do you have a 
sense of accomplishment but 
it keeps you busy.”

Warning over cash crisis facing police finances 

Council tax needs to 
go up to fight crime

POLICE Commissioner Nick 
Alston will ask the Government 
to scrap laws that limit council 
taxes. 

He will lobby Westminster for 
the right to increase taxes 
across the county after warning 
that the Essex Police’s finances 
were in a “perilous” situation. 

He insisted tax hikes were 
vital for the police to maintain 
current success rates. 

He said: “I believe Essex 
Police has the budget to contin¬ 
ue to deliver professional polic¬ 
ing throughout 2015-16, but 
beyond that, the funding situa¬ 
tion is perilous.” 

Mr Alston warned that unless 
council tax contributions were 
raised, the force might not be 
able to properly investigate 
crimes or safeguard victims. 

He said Essex Police was 
already on course to exceed its 
budget this year. 

The force receives one of the 
smallest council tax subsidies 
in the UK for which Mr Alston 
blamed the former Essex Police 
Authority, which his office 
replaced in 2012. 

He said: “I inherited from the 
former Essex Police Authority a

precept that has been reduced to 
a very low level, small financial 
reserves - some of which were 
not cash-backed, a lack of 
investment and an apparent lack 
of strategic planning.” 

Warning of the consequences 
of not raising the council tax 
policing precept, he said: 
“There has been a significant 
increase in violent crime, and 
serious sexual offences reported 
to police have increased by 
almost a third. 

“I am clear that this is in part 


due to increased confidence 
among the public in reporting 
these crimes. 

“However, if people tell Essex 
Police about such crimes, we 
must ensure the force has the 
resources to investigate thor¬ 
oughly, work to bring the perpe¬ 
trators to justice and, most 
importantly, safeguard victims. 

“The simple truth is that the 
budget of Essex Police is falling 
further behind that of other 
forces year-by-year. 

“I will continue to make the 
case with the new Government 
for the removal of the cap on 
any policing precept increase 
for 2016-17. 

“This would enable me, as the 
elected Police and Crime 
Commissioner, to address the 
local council taxpayer funding 
shortfall and deliver firm finan¬ 
cial foundations for Essex 
Police. I will be accountable for 
this decision and people will 
have the opportunity to vote at 
the next PCC elections. 

“The feedback I have repeat¬ 
edly received during my public 
meetings all around the county 
is that people are prepared to 
pay a little more if they feel it 
will fund high-quality frontline 
policing.”

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College chief fears 
Tory funding cuts 


A COLLEGE principal has 
warned the new Conservative gov¬ 
ernment against further “damag¬ 
ing” cuts to post-16 education. 

Centralised government funding 
for Further Education colleges 
like Seevic, located in Runnymede 
Chase, Benfleet, was slashed by a 
third following the 2010 general 
election. 

Now pricipal Nick Spenceley 
has said: “I am deeply concerned 
that the administration did not sig¬ 
nal in its pre-election literature 
that post-16 education would have 
protection from further financial 
cuts.” 

Prior to the 2015 general elec¬ 
tion the coalition government 
signposted its intention to cut 
funding for adult learning by a 
quarter - leading the Association 
of Colleges to warn that adult fur¬ 
ther education “will not exist” by 
2020 if the government cuts con¬ 
tinue. 

Mr Spenceley lobbied Skills 
Minister Nick Boles and Shadow 
Skills Minister Liam Bryne on 
visits to Seevic College during the 
2015 campaign. 

He added: “Post-16 education 
and training is vital for the coun¬ 
try’s continuing economic recov¬ 
ery. 

“I hope that in the forthcoming 
Queen’s Speech, and Autumn 
Statement, we will not be seeing 
further damaging pressure to 


funding. I was able to make this 
recommendation personally, in the 
strongest terms, to Skills Minister 
Nick Boles during his visit to the 
college in the election campaign.” 

He added: “I am very pleased 
our strong relationship with 
Rebecca Harris [MP for Castle 
Point] is set to continue. 

“She has always been a big sup¬ 
porter of the college and takes 
great interest in the progress of 
our students.” 

Students had the opportunity to 
grill the prospective parliamentary 
candidates for Castle Point in a 
hustings three weeks before the 
general election. 

Hot topics discussed included 
cuts to youth services in Essex, 
university tuition fees, voter apa¬ 
thy, local traffic congestion and 
the national budget deficit. 

Seevic sixth-form offers the 
widest choice of A-Levels in 
South Essex in addition to voca¬ 
tional and professional qualifica¬ 
tions, apprenticeships, foundation 
learning, higher education and 
adult and community learning. 

Around 3,000 students attend 
the college’s Benfleet campus.

CIVIL servants have blocked the publication of 
complaints against the Essex Coroner’s Office. 

The Yellow Advertiser filed a Freedom of 
Information (FOI) request in July 2014, asking for 
details of complaints against coroner Caroline 
Beasley-Murray. 

The request was filed after Ms Beasley-Murray 
was given an official warning over “misconduct”. 

Public bodies are required by law to respond to 
FOI requests within 20 working days but the county 
council waited nine months and then refused to 
release any of the information. 

No explanation was given for the legal breach. 

The YA has requested an internal investigation. 

In its July 2014 request, the YA specifically said it 
did not want any personal data about complainants. 

It asked for all such data to be redacted so that the 
wider complaints could be published. 

However, council officers claimed they could not 
release the complaints because they contained per¬ 
sonal information. It did not even release basic 
details, such as the number of complaints filed, 
when they were filed, or what type of misconduct 
was alleged. 

In June 2014 the YA exclusively revealed that Ms 
Beasley-Murray had been given the formal warning 
over “misconduct” in the inquest of Edward 
Gillespie, 38, of Rosslyn Crescent, Luton. 

The Lord Chancellor and the Lord Chief Justice 
each signed a formal warning, saying she had 
“delayed” an inquest and failed to keep “interested 


parties” notified about the case. “Interested parties” 
include the deceased person’s loved ones and wit¬ 
nesses in the case. 

Mr Gillespie’s body was found in water at Roy don 
Marina Village, Harlow, on January 26, 2013. 

He had gone missing from a work Christmas party 
at the Roy don Marina Hotel on December 21, 2012. 

His inquest was opened on February 5, 2013, but 
did not conclude until March 13, 2014. 

His cause of death was given as cardiorespiratory 
arrest with the secondary cause as “immersion”. 

Ms Beasley-Murray ruled his death an accident. 

The Judicial Conduct Investigations Office 
(JCIO), which issued the formal warning, refused to 
answer basic questions, such as how the coroner had 
delayed the inquest, why it believed she had done so 


and why this amounted to misconduct. It also 
refused to say whether it had investigated or sanc¬ 
tioned the coroner in the past. 

The JCIO said it would not respond to questions 
because the answers were “personal information”, 
which it would be “unfair” to disclose. 

The YA, responded to the JCIO: “Ms Beasley- 
Murray, when performing her duties as Essex coro¬ 
ner, does not act in a personal capacity. She is there 
on the taxpayers’ dime, serving taxpayers. Nothing 
she does in her capacity as coroner can be reason¬ 
ably described as personal. It is also ridiculous to 
suggest that the information could be considered 
confidential, when this investigation has been fund¬ 
ed by taxpayers and carried out in the public inter¬ 
est.” The JCIO still refuses to answer any questions.

Police launch witness 
appeal after cat is shot 


A POLICE investigation has been launched after 
a cat was shot in the Westcliff area. 

Officers have issued a witness appeal after the 
pet was found to have a shattered leg. 

They want to speak to anybody who noticed 
any suspicious behaviour but said they did not 
know where the shooting had happened. 

The injury was spotted on Saturday, May 2, 
when the cat returned home to Clifftown Parade 
after its regular evening walk. 

Owners spotted the wound at 10pm and took 
the cat to the veterinary clinic where it was X- 
rayed which revealed that the animal’s bone had 
been shattered. 


A vet said the injury may have been caused by 
a bullet or a pellet from an air weapon. 

PC Sue Hellier said: “The cat usually only 
roams in the front or back garden of his home. 
Unfortunately, we don’t know where he may 
have gone on this occasion and therefore where 
this incident may have happened. 

“However, if anyone heard anything, such as an 
air weapon being fired, or anyone saw the injured 
cat or anything suspicious, we would like to hear 
from them.” 

PC Hellier urged witnesses to contact her at 
Southend police station by dialling 101 or call 
Crimestoppers anonymously on 0800 555111.

Q. Aren’t all 
letting agents 
supposed to be 
displaying upfront 
information about 
fees? 

A. The short 
answer is yes. In 
fact, from 27th May, 
under the Consumer 
Rights Act 2015, 
there will be a 
statutory duty on 
lettings agents in 
England to display 
prominently - both in 
their offices and on 
their websites - a list 
of fees. 

For the purposes of the legislation, 
“fees” are basically defined as any 
monies which a landlord or tenant 
pays to the agent for letting agency 
or property management work, in 
connection with an assured 
tenancy. 

The list must give enough information so that 
- whether you are a landlord or a tenant - you 
can easily work out exactly what you are 
paying for, and why, and how much it will 
cost. So, for example, the list must indicate 
whether the fees are per property or per 
individual. The fees must also be shown 
inclusive of VAT (and any other applicable 
tax), and in the case of any variable fees (i.e. 
ones that cannot be determined in advance), 
an explanation of how the fee is calculated 


must also be displayed. In 
addition to a list of fees, all 
letting agents must from 
27th May also display a 
notice setting out which 
redress scheme they 
belong to, while those 
firms which hold client 
monies (for example, 
tenants’ deposits) must 
clearly indicate whether 
they are members of an 
approved client money 
protection scheme. 

In practice, the majority of 
the more professional 
letting agents - for 
example, those who 
belong to a recognised 
professional body with a 
strict Code of Conduct, 
and/or those who belong 
to a redress scheme for 
which full disclosure is a condition of 
membership - already meet these 
requirements. 

On the other hand, those letting agents that 
don’t yet comply will certainly have to do so 
by 27th - or face the possibility of being fined 
up to £5,000 by Trading Standards. 

Sadly, given the fact that the lettings industry 
is still something of a wild frontier - despite 
regular calls from responsible individual 
agents and professional bodies such as ARLA 
(the Association of Residential Letting Agents) 
for greater regulation - there will undoubtedly 
be some firms that try and get away with 
bending or flouting these new rules. 

In which case, I would urge landlords and 
tenants alike to take note, and vote with their 
feet....!

“China is probably the 
polar opposite of anything 
I’ve ever come across. And 
the street food was fantas¬ 
tic. It's great that the same 
team is doing it again," says 
Glenn, who was inspired to 
sing by a former girlfriend. 

He explains: "I had a girl¬ 
friend who once told me, 
'you will never get a proper 
job, so try and sing or 
something'. So I went 'all 
right then' and that was it. 
That’s what inspired me. I 
was just a kid in the back 
street of some random town 
who had no idea what it 
was to sing. 

“So the fact that some¬ 
body said 'you should try 
that' was what steered me 
towards it. And I’ve loved it." 

Having worked with the 
likes of Andrew Lloyd 
Webber, when he recently 
starred in the role of Jesus 
in Lloyd Webber and Tim 
Rice's Jesus Christ 


Superstar in London's West 
End and on Broadway in 
New York, did he pick up 
any words of wisdom from 
the man himself? 

Glenn adds: "Andrew 
Lloyd Webber said to me 
once 'trust the music'. 

“Although it’s not a partic¬ 
ularly clear statement to 
make to someone, I think 
it’s true. You have to trust 
the process of the work you 
do, don’t impose anything 
of yourself." 

While Glenn was inspired 
by a former girlfriend to 
sing, Marcus says his mum 
was his main influence.

“I remember we went to 
see Les Miserables at the 
Liverpool Empire, and it was 
one of the most moving per¬ 
formances I’ve ever seen.

“That was in a TV studio 
so I had to condense my 
performance for a camera.

Audi’s plug-in hybrid leads the charge 



By Ian Johnson 


BEING at the wheel of the Audi A3 
Sportback e-tron is driving the future. 

This is the first plug-in hybrid to join the 
Audi range and it promises great things - 
like a potential 176mpg. 

The car offers versatile power options. You 
can plug it in to a home socket or garage 
point to charge its batteries, use it as a 
hybrid in conjunction with its 1.4 petrol 
engine, or use the petrol engine on a long 
run to charge up the batteries to give around 
30 miles of urban electric power - especially 
useful in congestion charged areas. 

It ticks the box of offering zero local emis¬ 
sions driving without sacrificing range, but 
the beauty of this car is the amazing speed 
at which it charges its own batteries. 

The e-tron removes a number of the stum¬ 
bling blocks associated with electric or part- 
electric cars and takes the game way ahead 
of ordinary hybrids. 

Priced at £34,950 (excluding UK govern¬ 
ment incentives which will reduce that by 
£5,000), this car is not cheap but it is so 
capable in a modern environment. 

Electric power makes for amazing fuel 
economy and the scope for low C02 emis¬ 
sions of 37g/km. But the trick is that Audi 
has managed it all without compromise to 
performance. 

For instance a combined 204ps of system 
power and a good amount of torque adds 


up to 0-62mph in 7.6 seconds with a 
137mph top speed. And you don’t have to 
keep the electric power for getting around 
town. 

This one gives a true 31 miles of electric 
power at up to 80mph which should be 
good enough to silence the harshest critics 
of electric vehicles. 

As the price would suggest there is little to 
suggest skimping on this model with LED 
headlights, EIDD navigation and Audi con¬ 
nect Internet-based services setting the 
scene for some enjoyable driving. 

The A3 is the perfect springboard for Audi 
to enter the plug-in hybrid fray. 

Being the 2014 World Car of the Year 
ensures that the model has some powerful 


feathers in its cap as a spacious five-door 
compact hatchback. For the next few years 
at least, plug-in hybrids should make the 
running with their complete freedom from 
range limitations. 

The modified 1.4-litre TFSI petrol engine 
features a peak power output of 150ps, and 
is linked by a clutch to a 75kw electric 
motor, which is integrated into a specially 
developed six-speed S tronic transmission 
sending power to the front wheels. 
Combined, the two power units generate 
204ps. 

There is also a function known as 'boost¬ 
ing' - by initiating kickdown of the S tronic 
transmission. In this mode the full 350Nm 
torque output is deployed for the strongest

possible acceleration, but when the driver 
stops accelerating both motors temporarily 
deactivate, eliminating motor braking torque 
and allowing the car to glide to conserve fuel 
and recuperate energy. 

Four key settings are available - the EV 
mode gives priority to electric drive, the 
hybrid auto mode is useful for long journeys 
as it engages the electric motor wherever 
possible, the hybrid hold mode preserves 
the electrical energy stored in the battery for 
later use and the hybrid charge mode uses 
the combustion engine as a generator to 
charge the battery. It all sounds complex, 
but in everyday use it could not be more 
simple. 

What is more, the lightweight A3 responds 
beautifully to its controls. Definitely a car for 
today.

Promotion rests on weekend Wembley date against Wycombe

SOUTHEND United booked a 
Wembley play-off final date with 
Wycombe Wanderers after a pulsat¬ 
ing extra-time victory over Steve¬ 
nage. 

There was nothing to separate the 
sides in Sunday’s bruising first leg 
draw at the Lamex Stadium with 
respective bosses Phil Brown and 
Graham Westley cautiously opti¬ 
mistic that their sides could progress 
to Wembley. 

On a damp evening Roots Hall was 
rocking with almost 9,000 crammed 
inside the old ground. 

Brown boldly elected to go with 
two strikers, partnering 
Charlton Athletic loanee Joe Pigott 
with leading marksman Barry Corr 
as Stephen McLaughlin dropped to 
the bench. 

With so much at stake there was 
unsurprisingly a nervousness amidst 
early exchanges. Blues were first to 
threaten, but David Worrall’s 
deflected centre was expertly dealt 
with by Stevenage keeper Chris Day. 

Soon after, Day escaped when Will 
Atkinson’s bomb of a cross slipped 
through his hands but was hacked to 
safety. 

Blues continued to ask the early 
questions. Day did well to turn aside 
Worrall’s low drive, then grasped 
Ben Coker’s dangerous cross. 

Meanwhile the visitors’ best 
moments came via Ben Kennedy 
and former Shrimper David Martin 
from the left flank. 

Blues should have taken the lead 
when Pigott’s crisp effort beat Day, 
but fizzed the wrong side of an 
upright. At the other end Kennedy 
had Blues fans holding their breath 
but his strike hit the side netting. 

As the half drew to a close, Irish¬ 
man Corr passed up a glorious 
opportunity to give Blues the advan¬ 
tage, but the striker lifted his close 
range effort over Day but agonising¬ 
ly off-target, this after Pigott had 
teed him up. 

The competitive nature of the tie 
continued after the break. Day raced 
out to hack clear as Worrall bore 
down on goal, but when a goal final¬ 
ly came, it was the visitors who 
broke the deadlock. 

Substitute Tom Pett was on hand to 
fire past Daniel Bentley, this after 
Dean Parrett’s shot had deflected 
into his path off the unlucky Adan

Barrett. The home crowd were 
stunned. Cian Bolger almost restored 
parity but was denied by the legs of 
Day, this after Leonard and Coker had 
crafted the opening from the left, 
while referee Graham Scott waved 
away Blues appeals for a penalty after 
Pigott went down under pressure. 

Day continued to thwart the home 
side. Stephen McLaughlin drove 
through a ruck of players, but the 
former QPR stopper was once again 
in inspired form to palm away. 

But he could do little to stop the 
busy Leonard who fired high into 
the net to level things up after a 
sweeping move involving Corr and 
McLaughlin. 

Roots Hall was now jumping. Pig¬ 
ott fired a speculative attempt wide 
after Corr had nodded on, while 
Coker was wayward after McLaugh¬ 
lin’s dead-ball in had only been half- 
cleared. 

Blues pressed for a decisive goal. 
Pigott poked wide after a melee in 
the Stevenage box, while the visitors 
rear-guard had to be on their mettle 
as McLaughlin probed menacingly. 

But deep into stoppage time Blues 
were presented with, and subse¬ 
quently missed, a wonderful chance 
to finish the tie. The marauding 
Leonard tangled with Pett, and refer¬ 
ee Scott had no hesitation in point¬ 
ing to the spot.

Defender Coker said: “It was a 
crazy game if I’m honest, but we had 
the lion’s share of the game. We had 
a lot of chances. I was just delighted 
when we scored the second goal. 

“We’ve done it the hard way but 
the main thing is we’ve done it.”
